WORK OF THE MAYNOOTH 
MISSION. 


The Round Room oí the Dublin Mansion 
House was crowded last night to hear a 
lecture from the Rev. John Heneghan, Dalgan 
Park, Co. Galway, on “ The Call of China.' 
The lecture was illustrated by cinema films 
showin ung missionaries leaving Dalgan 
Park for the Far East, giving glimpses of 
Chinese life, and scenes in Rome and the 
Vatican.

CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—There was 
some decrease in the supply of cattle,sbut a 
material increase in entries of sheep. The 
market, on the whole, warked out on much 
more satisfactory lines than was generally an- 
ticipated, nals, for cattle, for which there 
was a surprisi ood shipping inquiry, not- 
withstanding the fhculties to be contended 
with at the other side of the Channel, ard 
especially the short detention mitted on 
their arrival, meaning almost immediate 
slaughter. The sheep trade, however, con- 
tinues of a dragging and restricted nature, 
business being practically corfined to home 
trade requirements. With regard to the 
Dublin Christmas Show of Fat Stock, it may 
be necessary to slightly alter the date to ac- 
commodate shippers in their drafts of cattle 
from here owing to the circumstances at the 
other side of the water. We might also i.ote 
that there is to be a show of 
stock held at Navan on the 7th December, 
and that our fat market fixture in Christmas 
week will take place on Wednesday, 23rd., 
instead of Christmas Eve, 24th. With refer- 
ence to Canadian cattle, Montreal advices

The beast trade was “more satisfactoril 
sustained than was generally anticipated, ond, 
erhaps, in view of anticipations, rather 
ewer cattle came forward. Altogether there 
was no actual or quotable change in the 
money position, but trade for useful to prime 
classes was certainly of a healthier character, 
and business in the earlier stage of market 
was i | energetic. The larger proportion of 
the rougher element of cattle made the close 
of the market of a belated and irregular 
nature. For best run of bullocks prices were 
from 45s. to 47s. 6d. and 48s. cwt., but 
heifers of the nicer character averaged more 
within 46s. to 488. and 49s. cwt.; super- 
grade classes of handy weights of both were 
within 48s. to 50s. ewt. In some outstanding 
fancy cases rather more money, but the latter 
instances appertain more or less to Blacks or 
Polled Angus, which were, of ‘course, excep- 
tional as a market quotation. Useful ship- 
tap Nagpenr could be purchased inside 42s. 6d. 
to 40s. and 46s. cwt., and there was rather a 
fair run on these classes of animals. For 
coarser and inferior types of cattle prices are 
still, perhaps, from 37s. 6d. to 40s. and 42s. 
per cwt. A fairly free sale for really good- 
class beef cows, but there were a number of 
coarse and lean kinds which were difficult to 
cash at any reasonable figures. Really good 
“ae cows could be bought inside 32s. 6d. 
to dus. per cwt. on foot, but a few fancy selec- 
tions of the heiferish class went as high as 
57s. 6d. and, perhaps, around 40s., but these 
latter quotations were of rare occurrence. For’ 
inferior and coarse cows prices were possibly 
inside of 22s. 6d. to 30s., according to merit. 

The sheep trade was practically confined to 
home requirements, and, taken altogether, 
business continues of.a restricted and unsatis- 
factory nature; in fact, butchers find a very 
disappointing sale for mutton in shops of late, 
and, naturally, have to work accordingly. 
Although the demand is thus limited sellers. 
all the same, are not willing to make any 
material concessions in prices ; the consequence 
is that where butchers find small drafts of 
sheep suitable to their purpose they have to 
pay owners’ terms, but the comparatively 
arge carry-over of unsold sheep is significant 
of the general position. The question of price 
per lb., too, is a matter that is causing a 
good deal of comment, and, of course, as most 
Sheep are killing badly, this leaves, perhaps, 
a wide and uncertain range in price; however, 
well-fed sheep killing up to the 4-7th propor- 
tion appear to be making from 11}d. to 124d. 
and 15d. per lb., the latter figure mostly ap- 
pertaining to the Cheviot class. Plainer and 
coarser descriptions of sheep may be reckoned 
as from 9d. to lld. Ib. The shipping demand 
for lambs, which was tolerably ood last 
week, is practically suspended to-day, and 
this is attributed, to some extent, to the 
carry-over of unsold pens. In the circum- 
stances, too, last week’s extreme prices were 
more rarely tenable. Amongst the unsold lots 
of sheep, too, were~several pens of very nice- 
class wethers; but, of course, this may be 
attributable to the extreme pretensions of 
owners.

NEWS SUMMARY. 
IRELAND. 


In the debate in the Dail yesterday on 
the Boundary Commission report, Presi- 
dent Cosgrave cast doubt on the suggested 
findings which had appeared in the news- 
papers. While he still refused to believe 
that the Commissioners were not men who 

valued impartial justice, he believed it 
would be a bad day for Ireland and the 
Commonwealth if they were intimidated 
or cajoled by outside influence.—(Page 7.)

Revolt in Syria. 


A very grave situation seems to be 
developing in Syria, where the French 
authorities have been resisting an armed 
revolt during the past few months. At 
the beginning the outbreak was confined 
to the fanatical tribes of the Jebel Druses, 
whose religion is a curious amalgam of 
Judaism, Christianity and Moham- 
medanism; but now it is spreading 
throughout all Syria and is assuming the 
dimensions of a minor war. The leader of 
the Jebel Druses, the Sultan e] Atrash, i 
a formidable fighter, and his early suc- 
cesses against the ill-prepared French 
troops have raised his repute enormously 
among the Syrian Arabs. When the rising 
began the vast majority of the people of 
Syria had nothing to do with it. Every- 
body expected that it would be crushed in 
a few weeks; but the Druses disclosed re- 
markable powers of endurance, and the 
French commander-in-chief made a 
cardinal mistake by the bombardment of 
the fine old city of Damascus. Public 
opinion swung across immediately to the 
side of the Druses. The Sultan’s army 
secured thousands of recruits from all 
classes, and by his disavowal of all 
religious aims this very astute chieftain 
attracted. almost the whole Mohammedan 
population of Syria to his cause. The 
French retaliated by arming the Christian 
Arabs in their service, thus committing 


another serious blunder and playing 
directly into their enemies’ hands. The 
net result has been that risings have 


sprung up in several parts of the country. 
Said el Atrash, the Sultan’s brother, has 
raised the standard of revolt in the coastal 
area between Tyre and Sidon. Other 
are prowling around in the 
neighbourhood of Damascus, and a deter- 
inined attempt is being made by the rebels 
to bring about a union with the Sultan’s 
forces which are operating on the Western 
slopes of the Lebanon, 
succeeds—and success seems to be almost 
inevitable at the moment—the French 
army in Syria will find itself in a very 
tight corner. ~Beyrout, 
ministrative capital of the country as well 
as its chief port, almost certainly will be 
captured by the rebels, who will have an 
army of several thousand men, and the 
whole French occupation will be 
perilled. Reinforcements are being hurried 
to Syria from France, from Morocco, from 
Algeria and from Tunis. Detachments of 
the Foreign Legion already are in the 
held, and every possible effort is being 
made to prevent the rebels from cutting 
the railway line between Beyrout and 
Damascus. The new High Commissioner 
for Syria visited Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
in London yesterday, and apparently 
reached an agreement with the British 
Foreign Secretary concerning the delimita- 
tion of the frontier between Syria, on the 
one hand, and Palestine and Transjordania 
on the other.

Aerial Progress. 


An amalgamation of sixteen foreign and 
German air traffic companies has bedn 
formed under the title of the Europa- 
Union. This is the most powerful air 
combine in existence, and gives Germany 
control of 62 out of the 132 air lines of 
the world. Germany sair services now cover 
19,000 miles, or more than half the distance 
covered by the entire German railway 
system. The fares charged for aerial 
travel are the same as first-class railway 
fares for the same distance. The winter 
time-table for the Europa-Union provid»s 
for a ‘‘ water-’plane”’ service along the 
Elbe from Dresden to Hamburg, which will 
be continued until the river freezes. Frost, 
however, does not prohibit flight on routes 
in which water normally forms the 
‘* taking-off ' and landing place ; for “‘ ice- 
"planes ’’ are available, and with them the 
Stockholm-Reval route will be re-opened 
as soon as the Baltic freezes. Germany's 
rapid progress to the leading place in 
aerial development has been urged, per- 
haps, by the loss of her maritime strength ; 
but all the great nations are awake to the 
growing importance of aviation. Italy 
watches proudly Major Casagrande’s 
daring flight for Buenos Aires, and Eng- 
land admires Mr. Alan Cobham’s fine 
aerial journey to the Cape. Three British 
biplanes have made a flight of 6,000 miles 
Africa, in order to 
supply the British Air Ministry with 
data regarding aerial navigation in hot 
climates and over territory having poor 
landing facilities, The Australian Minister 
of Defence announces a scheme for the 
training of amateur pilots, hoping by this 
means to establish a strong aerial reserve 
ready for active service. He expresses the 
hope that “' aero clubs ”' wil] be establishe] 
throughout the island continent like cricket 
clubs in England.

Saving the Cliffs. 


A writer in the Manchester Guardian 
appeals for the formation of a Society 
for the Preservation of Welsh Scenery. 
He speaks of the need to preserve public 
access to the cliffs of Wales—for the 


Principality has a superb coast line as 
well as noble mountains. There, as else- 
where on the coast of Britain, motor 
transit, which has released the population 


from need to dwell close to railway lines, 


h-s resulted in an uprise of colonies of 
bungalows in spots beside the sea which 
hitherto were solitudes of rock and heather, 
homes of wild birds where the hours were 
marked only by the rise and fall of tides. 
Furthermore, in many a lovely coombe, 
the engineer has come prospecting for new 
quarries, and here and there a majestic 
expanse of brown and green fern is gashed 
by the slate-cutter’s works. It is sug- 
gested, not unreasonably, that the fairest 
recesses of the coast should be reserved 
as sanctuaries for wild life and wild 
beauty—that industrial operations should 
be prohibited An these areas and the con- 
struction of dwellings restricted to sites 
reasonably distant from the actual shore. 
Wales has a national asset in her scenery 
almost as precious as that of Scotland or 
of Western Ireland, and proximity to great 
centres of population endangers all this 
natural wealth. There are parts of the 
Kent and Sussex coastline in which the 
public has wholly lost access to the cliffs 
owing to a laxity that has allowed 
bungalow builders to stake out gardens to 
the very edge of the habitable land; and 
the greed of the individual has destroyed 
one of the chief charms of the neighbour- 
hood. This is the peril before Wales. 
There are parts of the Wicklow coast in 
which a like peril is approaching.

STABILISING TITHES. 


HOW UNIVERSITIES WILL BE 
AFFECTED, 
SS oinih 
From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. , 

After last “——* important debate there 
was an atmosphere of quietude about the 
House of Commons to- day. Members were 
almost dull, and when one or two Labour 
members lost their tempers and began to 
shout the Conservativ es answered them with 
soit cries of ‘‘ Oh, oh.” The event of the 
question pe was the very definite state- 
ment made by the Home Secretary. as to the 
preparations that are being made to enable 
the country to carry on in the event of indas- 
trial trouble. 

Questions over, the Prime Minister moved 
that the 11 o’clock rule should be suspended. 
It is understood that this is to be only a 
precautionary measure in case some members 
should wish to waste time. 


TITHE CONTRACTS. 

There was little in to-night’s business to 
interest any except the few who were more 
or less familiar with the dry subject of the 
tithes. The Tithes Bill came before the 
House on report, and some members were 
vather hopeful that the Government would 
allow a free vote to be taken to determine 
whether the bill should be proceeded with or 
not. This anticipation was not realised, as 
the Solicitor-General regarded the stabilisa- 
tion of the tithe as urgent. 

Colone! Wedgwood, in moving the omission 
of Ciause 1, protested against further inter- 
ference with the original contract between the 
tithe-owners and the tithe-payers. The bill, 


he said, sought to. stabilise the tithe for all 
time at £105, and the people who would 
suffer most comprised a small minority of 


rural parsons, unrepresented in that House, 
who ought to be given an opportunity of say- 
ing whether they were prepared to accept 
the terms laid down or, not. 

Sir Laming Worthington-Evans supported 
the Bill, as did also Lord Hugh Cecil, who 
expressed the view that the clergy were 
anxious to have this matter settled for good, 
even though the terms might fall short of 
strict justice. Mr. H. A. L. Fisher declared 
that though the Bill might meet with the 
approval of a section of the clergy, it cer- 
tainly was not fair to charitable institutions. 

The proposal to omit the clause was de- 
feated by 247 votes to 119. 

It was rather curious to hear Colonel Wedg- 
wood defending the rights of the clergy in 
the matter of tithes, but perhaps he was 
actuated by his feelings against the landlords, 
At any rate, he indulged in some rather plain 

yeaking on an amendment moved by Sir 
Méan Cautley, and/&econded by Sir Granville 
Wheler, in regard“to the rate at which tithe- 
rent charge should be computed. He de- 
scribed ‘the Bill as a division of “ spoils ” 
between two sets of robbers, and though he 
did not impute improper motives to the mover 
and seconder of the amendment, he did not 
seem to have much faith in the bona fides of 
some of the supporters of the Bill. The 
amendment, he said, would deprive incum- 
bents of at least £75,000 a year, and would 
hand it over to the landlords. 

Sir L. Worthington-Evans, 
charge of the Bill, in the absence of the 
Minister for Agriculture, declined, on behalf 
of the Government, to accept any alteration 
on the rate, which was only arrived at after 
very exhaustive inquiry.

ings. They were doing worse things than 
any Liberal or Labour Government would 
dream of perpetrating. 

Sir Martin Conway went a step further, 
and wondered how anv Government could sit 
calmly and hear its miserable arguments torn 
to shreds and tatters, and vet refuse to give 
any attention whatever to the matter. The 
Government, however, remained firm, and 
succeeded in rejecting the amendment by 
186 votes to 147.

Sen,—Assuming that ‘‘ Economist “ is cor- 
rect in his figures, it seems that the reason 
, for the comparatively dear loaf is due to an 
| unjustifiable and unwarranted generosity on 
| the part of master bakers in , ayment for 
| labour. The person who actually pays for 
| this generosity is the housewife, and not the 
. baker, as the latter passes on the extra cost 
to the public. Is it not possible for the 
Dublin tradesman to get his work done at 
approximately the same cost fo labour as 
in London’? I have heard it whispered that 
th baking of bread in Dublin is entirely con- 
trolled by an autocratic operatives’ union, 
which fixes its own hours, wages and con- 
ditions. If this is so, it would account for 
the state of things. prevalent in the city. 
The public would like to know if this is 
actually the case, and I venture to suggest 
that it has every right to know. 

There are other points on which we should 
welcome enlightenment—such as why we can 
buy branded Irish bacon in Liverpool at a 
lower price than in Dublin, and why Irish

THE FREE STATE’S TRADE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Your articles dealing with trade 
Statistics provoke comment and criticism. In 
ia recent issue you deprecated expressions of 
opinion of an exceedingly pessimistic character 
regarding the future of this country. One 
hopes that you do not merely desire to retain 
the monopoly of such pessimism for your own 
columns. Of course there is room for con- 
siderable difference of opinion as to the most 
suitable stimulus which should be applied to 
lead the farmer, manufacturer, or merchant 
along the ascending path to prosperity. In 
connection with another subject you have very 
heartily condemned the crude and wanton use 
of the cattle drover’s goad. The analogy as 
regards the present matter may not be ap- 
plicable at all points, but it is not altogether 


inappropriate. Pessimism may cause more 
damage than is intended. 

Running through the whole of your 
criticism persists the idea that the excess of 


imports over exports constitutes a serious 
feature of our trade, and implies an adverse 
balance and a trading deficit. The subject is 
admittedly one of some complexity, but efforts 
have been made to clear it up, and those who 
are not satisfied with the explanations sub- 
mitted should pnt forward some i 
reasons for rejecting them. In May last a 
series of papers were read before the Rtatisti. 
cal Society, and now appear in the Journal, 
issued for October, which deserve close ex- 
amination. At the end of Dr. Leet’s paper

If we take into account, as suggested by Pro- 
fessor Oldham, that the yalue of cattle exported 
appears to be largely under-stated, there will be 
little difficulty in establishing the preposition that 
the equation of indebtedness for the Free State 
with respect to the year 1924 has been fully at- 
tained. 

Until this view is disproved, the existence 


of these invisible imports must be allowed 


for when trade statistics are studied. 
The real position might be made clear 
by a simpler hypothesis. Should the 
present citizens in the Free State become 


endowed with an extra investment income of 
£5,000,000 per annum, or should a number 
of dividuals from other courtries (who are 
in receipt of an income from investments) take 
up their residence in the Free State, the de- 
mand for commodities so created would stimu- 
Jate an import of raw materials and manu- 
factured goods. In so far as that takes place 
the imports. will be increased without any 
corresponding exports, but additional employ- 
ment arc AR created for the transport and 
distributive trades. As a matter of fact, one 
of the causes of want of employment in these 
trades is the withdrawal from the Saorstat of 
a AE, power of a very substantial 
amount. You are, of course, right to stress 
the importance of export trade. We should 
strain every effort to increase it, but it would 
be holding out an entirely false expectation 
as regards the future movement of trade if it 
is expected that an increase in exports, when 
it takes place, will not be accompanied by an 
increase in imports. If we sell, we shall be 
able to buy. If others sell to us, they will 
also have to buy from us. Is it right for 
ou to suggest that substantial help has not 
ot forthcoming from the Government to 
improve our trade? Surely during the last 
session bills of first-rate importance were 
d dealing with agriculture. They were, 
it is true, bills of a purely regulative char- 
acter, but many think that that is particu- 
larly the function of a Government, and that 
beyond this they cannot help the trading com- 
munity to any large extent. 

Governments do rot sell goods; trading is 
done by individuals. If the individuals who 
are ing for a market for their 8 can- 
not overcome their difficulties, it is hard to 
understand what you expect the Government 
to do. If your idea is to have recourse to 
subsidies, you will find many to disagree. No 
evidence has been produced (that I am aware 
of) which would s that products of a 


cun ard lity, suitably marketed at a com- 
ive price, fail to obtain their share of 
orders from outside buyers.

QUESTION OF AN AMNESTY. 


Mr. Robinson, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Home Secretary whether 
any Irish prisoners were still detained in 
British prisons at the request-of the Govern- 
ment of Northern alin, and, if so, what 
were their names, and in which prisons were 
they detained. 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks said that the answer, 
as regards prisons in England and Wales, was 
that one such convict was in Dartmoor, fifteen 
were in Maidstone, and six in Parkhurst. 
There were, in addition, twenty-five prisoners 
sentenced to Borstal detention. He did not 
think that it was desirable to publish the 
names. 

Mr. N. MacLean—May I ask the Home 
Secretary if he is prepared to release these 
new and advise them to join some political 
orce! 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks said that he did not 
think that he would be justified in releasing 
prisoners who were in custody for crime. 

Mr. G. Lansbury asked whether the time 
had not arrived for an amnesty of all these 
prisoners connected with a question which 
was practically settled to-day. Was it 
not the custom, in every other country, 
to give an amnesty when the troubles that 
had 'caused the disturbance were over? 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks—The hon. gentleman 
is quite mistaken, These are not all political 
prisoners. 

Mr. Lansbury—I am asking you about the 
political prisoners. 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks said that that was 
not the question put down. He was told that 
there was no convict prison in the North of 
Ireland, and that any prisoners sentenced to 
terms of penal servitude were sent over to 
Great Britain. 

Colonel Day asked if the right hon. gentle. 
man would not, as regards the political 
prisoners, use his great influence in securing 
their release with the Northern Government, 
who would be grateful to him for the ser- 
vices rendered to them before the war.
